REMARKS 



Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,928,644 issued to Kroening et ah Applicants 
respectfully traverse and request reconsideration and full allowance of all pending claims. 

Kroening discloses a method of building a custom software configuration by combining 
like orders for information handling systems. 

Claim 1 recites, in part, "an interface operable to accept image parameters from a builder 
through the Internet." 

Claim 1 1 recites, in part, "accessing a library of plural image components by a customer 
through a remote network communication." 

Kroening cannot anticipate Claims 1 and 1 1 because Kroening fails to teach, disclose or 
suggest all elements recited by Claims 1 and 1 1 . For instance, Kroening fails to teach, disclose 
or suggest "an interface operable to accept image parameters from a builder through the Internet" 
as recited by Claim 1 or "accessing a library of plural image components by a customer through 
a remote network communication" as recited by Claim 1 1 . Kroening combines like orders to 
build common images but does not teach, disclose or suggest giving remote access of image 
building as is recited by Applicants' Claims. Accordingly, Kroening cannot anticipate Claims 1- 
20 and Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the rejections and allow all 
pending Claims.
